pounds which give the tobacco a ver} 
sweet flavor and taste. 

The resulting color is a dark mahog- 
any. Some Cavendish is toasted to pro- 
duce a nutty taste and enrich the Aavor 
vill further and the process gives the 
tubacco more body in the blend 

Cavendish is usually supplied in the

You can lose your self respect 
and the respect of your friends more in this 
way than in any other. Always carry your 
own tobacco, or go without. 

‘Don't be a strutting, nose-tilting smoker 

“Never smoke in the presence of ladies, 
unless you know your pipe is not offensive. 
If in doubt, ask them. If they object, don’t 
smoke, 

“Puff your smoke heavenward, and pitch 
your thoughts towards the clouds” 


aN ae years ago the smoking of 
a pipe was almost a ritual, as 
evidenced by an excerpt submitted by 
Bruce Mason entitled “The Pipe and 
How to Use It.” The piece was written 
in 1856 by an Englishman who described 
himself simply as a Cantab. 

Mr. Mason states that “Cantab” was 
a colloquial abbreviation of Cantabrigian, 
which in turn means one native to or 2 
resident of Cambridge, England, also a 
student or graduate of the University of 
Cambridge. 

The annonymous Englishman wrote: 


With regard to cleanliness, all smell of 
the pipe may be removed in a very little 
time with proper care 

“If you are in the habit of associating 
much with ladies you should by all means 
have a smoking-coat made to button tightly 
up to the throat. You should also have a

skull-cap, or a hat on your head if smoking 
in-doors, because tobacco scents the hair most 
powerfully 

‘After you have finished your pipe, 
change your hat and coat and take a turn 
in the open air for a few minutes. If the 
weather prevents this, stand or walk about 
in a draught for a short time. If your con- 
stitution takes harm from this you are too 
weak to smoke, and I have done with you 

“Don't forget to wash your hands and 
face after smoking, otherwise you will in 
time colour yourself as well as your pipe. 
With these precautions you will be pure 
and free from the smell of smoke as to 
your outer man 

“You may easily get rid of the smell, 
either by an onion, or if you prefer it, 
peppermint. As however these are question- 
able remedies, I should recommend in pref- 
erence one of those small silvery globules 
known by the name of ‘Cachous.’ They 
are very pleasant to the taste, and remove 
entirely all traces of the tobacco 

“Tf ‘they are not at hand, a little celery 
or lettuce will do nearly as well. If these 
be not within your reach, a little plain bread 
will diminish the smell of the tobacco very 
much. If this be not in your power to 
obtain, you ought to be ashamed of yourself 
for indulging in the luxuries, without being 
able to provide the necessaries of life, and 
I have done with you.” 


UT PERHAPS the best insight 

into the etiquette of earlier days 
is summed up in an essay by a school 
boy on the subject of tobacco This 
uncredited reprint from John Bain’s 
“Tobacco Leaves” is as follows: 


“Tobacco was invented by a man named 
Walter Raley. When people first saw him 
smoking they thought he was a steamboat 
and was frightened.

dutitully decorated materials. with 
rate designs on the ylass bowls, with 
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silver or gold threads on the flexible 
stems, and with other adornments. In 
some instances, particularly in Turkey, 
several stems lead from the same bowl, 
permitting the host and his friends to 
enjoy the companionship of smoking 
simultaneously from the same hookah 


HE GENERAL style of water-pipe, 

however, was not well suited for 
other parts of the world. principally be- 
cause it was too fragile and was too 
large to be carried easily on the person 
The first of these drawbacks was readily 
overcome by divers means in many: lo- 
calities so that the water-pipe in Africa 
and Asia has a wide vatiets of forms

In the northern part of Africa, tor in- 
stance, 2 coconut shell replaces the glass 
water container, a wooden tube supports 
a clay tobacco bowl, and a hollow length 
of slender bamboo serves both as a stem 
and a mouthpiece The parts of such a 
pipe are not too apt to break but if they 
are damaged, they can easily be replaced 
for the materials are readily available 
\ further advantage of this type of pipe 
(one of several known as the nargileh) 
is that a few twists of the coconut shell 
will drive its pointed lower end far 
enough into the sand to hold the pipe up- 
right as its nomadic owner sits before his 
tent in the sandy desert wastes 

Farther south in Africa the Negro

height of this pipe from the base to the top of the bowl measures just 16tz inches, 
United 
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makes his water-pipe from two pieces of 
wood and the horn of an eland. A wood- 
en tube supports at one end a wooden 
tobacco bowl and the other end is in- 
serted in a hole in the hollow horn in 
such a manner as to go below the level 
of the water in the horn. There is no 
separate stem through which the smoke 
is drawn; the smoker puts his mouth to 
the large, open end of the horn and sucks 
in the fumes which frequently are not 
of tobacco but of hemp—a very strong 
narcotic. ‘These pipes are usually 
smoked in a communal (but rather un- 
hygienic) fashion, being passed from 
smoker to smoker as the Negroes squat 
around their open fires 


N INDIA one finds water-pipes 
closely resembling those of Persia 
and Turkey, as well as an untisual ya- 
riety made almost entirely of clay, fre- 
quently in rather strange shapes. Some- 
umes the stem is of one piece with the 
water receptacle, which is in the shape of 
a ring rather than of a sphere 
‘There is also a style similar to the 
North African Nargileh except that 
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Smoke goes down shaft and through water 
before entering tube leading to mouth 


there is no stem whatsoever. The smoker 
puts his lips to a hole in the side of the 
coconut shell and draws in the smoke in 
that manner. Local legend says that 
among the head-hunting tribes in Assam, 
in eastern India, a human skull was at 
one time favored in place of the coconut- 
shell bowl 

In China the poorer classes use a 
water-pipe which more or less resembles 
that of the African Negro In place of 
the eland's horn they use a fairly thick 
hollow joint of bamboo, with one open 
and one closed end. A short tube of 
wood has a tiny tobacco bowl at one end; 
the other end is inserted into a hole in 
the piece of bamboo Smoke is drawn 
out bs the smoker placing his mouth 
over the open end of the bamboo water 
receptacle 

The inventive Chinese have also 
evolved another type of water-pipe 
which is quite distinctive in form and is 
often beautifully decorated. The factois 
contributing to the development of this 
unusual variety seem to have been the 
desire of the Chinese to have a water- 
pipe which a man could conveniently 
carry with him and their habit of smok- 
ing only a pinch of tobacco at one time 

The Chinese worked out what is prac- 
tically a one-piece pipe, made entirely of 
metal, usually not more than ten or 
twelve inches high, and with a vers small 
tobacco bowl. ‘The older pipes were 
sometimes in fairly simple forms, with 
1ound or hexagonal bowls, but not in- 
frequently they are found in the shape 
of elephants or of graceful birds 

‘The present-day pipe is more elabo- 
rate, usually haying a built-in box for a

But before describing this most unique 
of all tobaccos let’s skip back about two 
centuries ago to when Pierre Chenet an 
Acadian, was driven from Nova Scotia 
in 1755 and wandered south into Louisi- 
ana. -As he reached the place now known 
as St James Parish he found the Choc- 
taw and Chickasaw Indians processing 
tobacco in a manner entirely new to 
him 

He watched and studied the proce- 
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dure. He found that the Indians would 
take a hollow log about the same size 
as a small bamel close one end and 
stand it near a tree with the open end 
up. Then they would pack it with 
twists of tobacco leaf stripped from the 
stalk and central stem 

When the log was full of these leaves 
the [ndians would place on top of it a 
block of wood just small enough to go 
into the opening. much like a cork. Then 
thes cut a sapling six to eight inches in 
diameter and about 12 or 135 feet long 

One end of the sapling served as a 
ever and was fitted into a notch cut 
into the tree at about the height of the 
og and laid across the top of the block 
of wood which served as a fulacum. On 
the far end of the lever heavy logs were 
hung for weights 








the first operation after drying is the stripping of the tobacco preparatory 
followed by beating the dust from the tobacco (center) and finally it is dampened betore being cured ( 





In this way the tobacco was put undet 
heavy pressure and the natural juices 
were squeezed out 

Then the leaves weie allowed to soak 
and bathe in their own sap for long 
petiods of time. At intervals the Indians 
would take our the leaves air them. put 
them back in the log again and renew 
the pressure 


HENEL SLUDIED the procedure 

aud wondered if all of this work 
was worth the time and labor it took 
to create this new and different tobacco. 
He tried a sample and was convinced 
that this was something new and differ- 
ent. The taste though somewhat strong. 
was sweet and flavorful and to use 
the present vernacular, he felt the In- 
dians “had something there.”

Mule teams then haul the wilted 
stalks of leaves to the drying sheds 
There a nail is driven slantwise into 
every stalk and the stalk is hung, leaves 
downwatd on wires near the root where 
there is little movement of air

is shifted to the moist hours before day- 
light Leaves are then stripped from the

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IPES HAVE fascinated me ever 
Pp since I was ten years old. I won’t 
undertake to tell you why, for I 
don’t know myself, but they have. I guess 
there aren’t many ten-year-olds that look 
twice at a pipe, but ever since early boy- 
hood I have always been intrigued by 
anyone smoking a pipe 
After [ had been around someone 
smoking a pipe for a short while I would 
hurry home find a piece of wood some- 
where and start shaping it into the pipe 
[ had just seen. 
Then I would go our and cut a green 
branch off a tree put a hole through the 
center and I had a stem. Then when 
my newly fashioned pipe was all assem- 
bled and reads: to be used I would sneak 
off behind the barn or some other out-of- 
the-way place, fill my latest creation with 
coffee or cornsilk and enjoy the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that I, too, could smoke 
a pipe It was a glorious adventure and 
it gave me a proud feeling to be able to 
smoke a pipe after seeing grown-ups en- 
joving some model that I particularly 
liked 

For many years I used to sort of 
‘whittle’ pipes out of ans wood that 
came to hand. [ tinkered around either 
making pipes, repairing pipes, or in some 
way keeping in close touch with the 
things in one way or another. Then in 
1930 I started in the pipe business, re- 
pairing a few pipes for friends now and 
then. 

Word of my new vocation spread, and 
before I knew: it I had a sizeable business 
worked up. I enjoyed it immensely, for 
tinkering with pipes was something I 
really loved 

Then one day in 1934 1 was vepairing 
a pipe to my fancy when the idea struck 
me. Why not make a pipe in miniature,

The entry of my muntatures in the 


World’s Fair exhibit resulted in wide- 
sread publicity, and since that time I 
nee been relatively busy turning out 
sjodel pipes.

These ate often a duplicate of some 
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collectors favorite pipe. One collector 
in Chicago had a large collection of pipes, 
and he had all of them copied in minia- 
ture. Now his miniature collection alone 
totals 317 pipes of all kinds, foreign as 
well as domestic 


I have made all types and kinds of 
pipes in miniature The size varies from 
one-half inch on up, and the materials 
used are all genuine. If I am copying a 
briar pipe, I carve the miniature out of 
genuine briar, and all of my meerschaums 
are made of the real Asiatic article. The 
stems. too, are made of genuine hard 
rubber, bakelite, or amber when I can 
get it. I have made German pipes with 
metal tops as well as Turkish water 
pipes, complete and workable in every 
detail 

The smallest pipe I ever made was 
carved of Congo ebony and was but 
3/16" long 


INIATURE pipe making has 

never seemed like work to me 
and there can be only one reason for 
that—I really enjoy it. It is a relaxation 
for I get a great deal of satisfaction in 
seeing a big pipe reproduced in this small 
size. You can well imagine I have no 
spare moments, for orders from friends 
and those who have heard of my work 
keep me supplied with orders most of the 
time 


A great variety of pipes is shown in the 
miniatures pictured here. Left and right 
are front and side views of the head of 
a bull carved of genuine briar. The horns 
are made of real horn. Center, each pipe 
stem is properly threaded. Left below, a 
dog carved of meerschaum, Center, bowls 
are both hand carved and smooth. Right, 
his smallest briar pipe resting on a dime 


In the many pipes I have made there 
have been a number of outstanding caryv- 
ings, especially of the large meerschaum 
collection of the American Tobacco 
Company. This collection alone is sal- 
ued at $25,000, and I have copied a 
number of the more valuable specimens 

Several prominent persons have some 
of my miniatures in their possession. Bab 
Ripley, the “Believe [t or Not” artist 
has one of the first three or four pipes | 
made. Several have been sent to the 
leading pipe manufacturers. Phil Baker 
the man who asks the S64 questions on 
the radio received one and wrote of his 
amazement at the perfection of minute 
detail in the pipe. 

People often ask me how I make a 
pipe so small and want to see how I do 
it. Really, it isn’t much different than 
making a big pipe except that you're 
working with a much smaller piece of 
briar, rubber, bakelite, or whatever the 
subject may be 

I don’t have any special tools of ans 
kind, although what I do have are sharp 
and in good condition. I believe that the 
thing most needed in work of this kind 
is a lot of patience and willingness to 
work slowly 

Then, too, I am often asked how long 
it takes to make a pipe. Of course there 
isn’t any specific answer to that question 
because the time involved depends upon

Pipe tobacco remained the keystone 
of the growing enterprise His shop 
became not only a cherished jarder for 
pipe lovers but a comfortable, home- 
like meeting place where men could join 
in friendly discussion of tobacco and 
tobacco mixtures. For in those days, 
each man loved to concoct his own mix- 
tures. Every pipe smoker was the 
jealous advocate of his private recipe, 
and it was in this background that John 
Middleton hit upon the secret of the

[INE PIPES aie always scarce and 

particularly so these days, so if you 
will follow these friendly suggestions 
your pipe will give you distinguished 
service, grow sweeter day by day. 

The tobacco should not be “packed” 

in when filling sour pipe. Instead, let 
the bulk of the tobacco just fill the 
bow] without pressing it. 
Never hold the pipe by the end of 
the mouthpiece or stem while emptying 
it. To do so risks breaking either the 
stem or the shank. Instead giasp the 
bowl filmly in the palm of the hand and 
tap gently. Don't knock it on hard 
surfaces but remove the ash and wattle 
by loosening it with the spoon of a 
pipe tool and gently tapping the pipe 
on the palm of the hand 

You should never let the cake in your 
pipe exceed 1/16 of an inch in thickness 
When it gets beyond this thickness, it 
should be removed. Danger is likely 
to result if sharp instruments are used, 
therefore the careful owner will not 
scrape his pipe bowl with knives, or 
other shaip instruments when remov- 
ing the cake 

The cake should always be removed 
with a pipe reamer or a dull edged knife 
Of coutse some cake is always allowed 
to remain in the pipe 

In cleaning the pipe bowl and stem, 
do not use liquids steam or so-called 
pipe cleaning compounds — Instead. keep 
the pipe clean by running a pipe cleaner 
through the bowl and stem once a day 
This absorbs the moisture and residue 
which fs formed while the pipe is being 
smoked. 

After cleaning it is best to leave the 
pipe in the open so ir may air and dry 
out. When such airing is done, care 
must be taken to see that the pipe is 
not left in the sun, as this causes the 
bit to deteriorate and discolor 

Don’t refill a pipe that is hot 
cool before repacking, 

It is not a good practice to smoke the 
same pipe continuously, as pipes need 
vest .A smoker should have more than 
one pipe and let each pipe rest at least 
2+ hours between smokes

Uses lodine 
On Pipe 


If the finish of a pipe gets marred, 
scratched, or otherwise damaged, I have 
found a simple remedy in the use of 
ordinary household iodine 

A bit of sanding may be required 
first, followed by the application of the 
iodine Of course, this is good only on 
pipes having a finish similar to the color 
of iodine. 

When dry, the surface can be rubbed 
vigorously with a soft rag upon which 
has been placed a drop or two of liquid 
wax. Usually the repaired spot cannot 
be distinguished except upon close 
scrutiny

Hand Serves 
As Thermostat 


Your article in the April issue on 
thy pipes burn out has prompted me 
> submit this suggestion on how to 
aways be sure the ptpe doesnt get too 
hot 

The idea is. simply, to keep the bowl 
tthe pipe in your hand while you are 
moking it Many smokers sit and read 
thile thes smoke holding the pipe by 
ve stem or shank and as the story they 
Ne reading gets exciting, thes are 
ikely to forget and smoke too rapidly, 
hus overheating the pipe. 

This happened to me once, and I 
nen formed the habit of always holding 
1 pipe by the bow! When it gets 
“0 warm to the hand [ know it is time 
slow down on the puffing. I have 
aver had any trouble with burn outs

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Tenon Enlarged 


By Using Heat 
<<o— 


When a pipe stem becomes loose and 
turns too easily in the shank of the pipe, 
and is made of rubber or plastic here is 
a simple method that will make a good 
and lasting repair job 

The simple trick consists of heating 
the tenon of the bit in hot water or ans 
other liquid or method, just as long as 
open flame is not used. An open flame 
heats the outside too rapidly and begins 
to burn or scorch it before the inside has 
had a chance to soften 

The heat will of course soften the 
tenon and soon it is in a soft or pliable 
stage. When this condition has been 
teached, simply press the tenon end 
against any smooth surface until such 
pressure shortens the tenon a little but in 
so doing, enlarges the circumference at 
the same time 

In a moment the tenon will have 
cooled and can then be tried in the mor- 
tise in the shank. Immersing it in cold 
water will cool it rapidly. 

If it is too large, it can be sanded, or 





heated again and rolled along the edge 
of a table or work bench until the size is 
just right to fit the hole in the shank 
This method does not damage or mar 
the stem in any way, makes a permanent 
repair, and can be repeated if necessary 
due to change of climate or other causes 
I have used this method repeatedly with 
excellent results and can recommend it to 
anyone 
A word of caution to the beginner is 
to not overdo the job, A very slight en- 
largement—often not perceptible to the 
ese—is all that is needed And never 
force the enlarged tenon, for this is one 
of the best and quickest wass to split the 
shank

In a local 10-cent store I purchased 
a small suction cup with simple hook 
attached which I fastened to the wind- 
shield. From this hook [ have suspended 
a cloth covered metal ting which is tied 
to the hook with a piece of stout cord. 

It is but a simple matter to drop the 
stem of the pipe-through the ring, thus 
keeping the pipe always handy for 
instant use, and at the same time keep- 
ing it off the seat or out of the glove 
compartment where it would usually 
get damaged or perhaps broken. 

I would recommend this simple stunt 
to pipe smokers who do a lot of driving

I couldn’t hurry the carving for fear ot 
making a false move somewhere and thus 
ruining all the work I had done on the 
pipe The meerschaum pipe was made 
of genuine block meerschaum, and is 
complete with a cloudy bakelite stem 
employing screw threads. 

I am proud of the little bull’s head, 
for the wood is not only genuine briar, 
but the horns are genuine horn, The 
band is sterling silver, and the removable 
bit is made of hard rubber. Both of these 
pipes measure 14% inches in length 

The bulldog is a little over two inches 
long and the close-up photograph shows 
its screw stem construction 

The littlest one picture is resting on 
a dime and is 11/16 inch in length. It 
is carved of virgin briar and has a gen- 
uine removable stem.

blocks to knock off dirt and torn halves 
away from the stem in the process known 
as stripping. 

These half-leafs are placed one on 
top of the other and twisted into “tor- 
quettes” of one pound each. They are 
then packed into big oaken barrels or 
little wooden boxes and the pressure of 
the modern screwjack or the age-old 
Indian lever and fulcrum is applied 


HE \IODERN method employs 

. stout oaken barrels, each bound 
with ten strong steel hoops and set in a 
heavy timber frame. On top of the 
barrel is placed a ‘false top’? somewhat 
smaller than the barrel Heavy square- 
sawn planks are set above the false tops 

Between the plank and the timber at 
the top of the frame is set a 25-ton loco- 
motive screwjack, such as is used in rais- 
ing a house Turned by a long steel rod, 
these jacks exert tremendous pressure 
Although some Perique growers in the 
St. James sector still employ the rather 
antiquated method devised by Chenet, 
more than 90 per cent follow the modern 
process 

At least four times, with two weeks or 
more between each operation, the pres- 
sure is removed, the torquettes are taken 
out and each torquette is worked open 
by hand in order that air may circulate 
in among the leaves which are damp 
with their own juices 

The barrels or boxes are then packed 
again and the pressure reapplied. After 
the last operation, the barrels are headed 
up and the Perique is ready for the mar- 
ket, some 12 to 18 months after it was 
harvested 

‘Today, the bulk of it is sold in barrels, 
but ‘carrottes’—four-pound rolls packed 
as hard as plug tobacco and tightly 
wrapped in cloth—are still made. Pe- 
rique is also shredded and vacuum- 
packed in tins for the pipe smoker who 
prefers to do his own blending 

Nearly half of the Perique crop is sold 
abroad, with England, Canada, Ger- 
many, Holland and Belgium being the 
principal buyers. 

The taste of Perique in a pipe blend 
is something difficult to describe, and 
although some oldtimers are known to 
smoke it straight, it is used primarily for 
flavoring, adding a fragrant aroma and 
delicate taste. Since it is one of the 
strongest tobaccos known, a little of it 
goes a long way in a blend. Five per 
cent is usually enough, for when too 
strong it defeats its own end 

For the pipe smoker who would like 
to really know Perique—its taste, its 
aroma, and its contribution to a blend— 


a mild mixture of burley and y._ 
should be tried first for severa] i 
until he is thoroughly acquainted 
its mild, neutral taste After abo, 
pipefuls a sizeable amount of pt 
should be added, something [jj 
part Perique to eight parts of the” 
mixture. The taste and aroma abt 
Perique will be readily apparen, .'*! 
this is a very strong mixture of Per, 
—much stronger than is ever used ta 
it will give the pipe smoker an unmiy, t 
able idea of what the flavor and ae 
is like. me, 

After that, the proportion shoulg 
one to 15 or one to 20 tor the bes 
Perique combination, and 2 dit c. 
perimentation will show just the «. 
amount to be mixed in the blend ae 
the individual taste i 

Chenet little realized as he wata, j 
the Indians at their work that he ml 
discovering a process which was ty ,, 
tinue almost unchanged for 4 ' 
centuries to come.

So in spite of a few minor retineme 
in the methods used in curi 
bacco, the process remains ess# 
same as when it was first discove 
Chenet. It was a mystery when he ti: 
saw it, and it is just as much a mist 
now. Whether the reasons for 
culiarities will ever be explained 
body’s guess Perhaps it is better 
the mystery remain unsolved, for in ¢ 
way the romantic story of “tabac . 
Perique” somehow seems more tax
